When Virginia unveiled its magnificent new bronze sta tue 
ol Robert E. Lee the other clay on the 125th a nniversa ry of 
his birth, it honored a man who has long since cea sed to be 
ex clusively a hero of the old south. 
The fa mous son of Vir­ 
ginia. lea der of the lost cause, belongs to all the nations now; 
and the nation, if it is wise, will keep him on his pedesta l for 
a long time. 
For Lee is quite unlike any of the other heroes in our na ­ 
tional ga llery. 
All the others were successful. Lee wa s, by 
ordinary ma terial sta ndards, a 
failure. 
His ca reer wa s 
crowned with defea t instead of victory. 
And it is a trem­ 
endously good thing for us to ha ve a hero of that kind in our 
pa ntheon. 
Success is a tiling we all strive for, a nd it is only naturai 
that we should. 
Our history and our environment have com­ 
pelled us to admire the success story. 
But, we ha ve over­ 
done it. 
W e ha ve fallen into the habit of believing tha t ma ­ 
terial success, or the lack of it, supplies the only ga uge by 
which a ma n’s life can properly be measured. 
The figure of Lee supplies a perfect correc tive for this a t­ 
titude.

come tax bill would

amount by its replacement feature, 
one third to one half, depending on 
economic 
conri tlons. 
Every cetr of 
money raised by the income tax he 
declared, will be used for no other 
purpose but to reduce that $90,000. 
“ It is an added tax only to those 
who are receiving 
large 
incomes 
from intangible property, but pitying 
no tax es on either the property or 
the income, and to those who are 
enjoy ing substantial 
ncomes 
from 
personal services 
without 
paying 
tax es," continued 
Mr. Smith

other words, the 
only 
groups 
to 
which this will be an added tax are 
those which have been paying little 
or no taxes at all. 
“This legislation is plainly design­ 
ed with the intent of taxing only 
those citizens who are paying little

incomes from intangible property or 
personal services. 
This class of ci­ 
tizens an' enjoying the

and benefits of government in the 
same degree as the property owner
